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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9-29- 
2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claiml ,2 and ^lO-22 a re rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The term "safety pin" used in claim 1 is new matter. A safety pin is defined as "a 
pin bent back on itself to form a spring, with a guard to cover the point", according to 
Random House Unabridged Dictionary, Random House, Inc. 2006. There is support for 
a pin but not a safety pin. The pin 14 can pivot back and forth and yet not be biased or 
spring-like. Therefore the limitations "a spring-biased locking arms in claims 10 and 20 
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are also new matter. Support for the terminology "safety pin" cannot be found in the 
specification. 

4. Claims 1,2,12,19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "safety pin" in claim 1 is unclear inasmuch as it is not clear what 
limitations such expression has inasmuch as no support for the terminology in the 
disclosure and inasmuch as this appears to be new matter as noted above. 

In the rejection below the term "safety pin" will be given little weight inasmuch as 
it is not clear of the intentions of this limitation. The term "pin" will be given weight. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1,2 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US 2976623 (Gallaway). 
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Gallaway teaches a shoe having exchangeable straps with pins (see figure 5 and 
col. 2, lines 50-55) exchangeable engaged with attachment loops in the side of the sole 
(see figure 5). 

7. Claims 10-15,17-18,20-22, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by US 6581255 (Kay). 

Kay teaches a footwear system comprising a plurality of different thickness soles 
and a plurality of different straps including different widths, sizes, materials, styles, etc. 
(see col. 4, lines 24-64), wherein the straps are exchangeable by a plurality of spring- 
biased locking arms (for example see figures 15 and 16 wherein the locking arms (120) 
are biased in attachment loops (129). 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure.
